Caerau man 
^hit SOmph in 
30 mph zone’ 


A CAERAU motorist drove at 
more than SOmph along 
30mph roads in the village 
when chased by the police, it 
was stated at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

The officers lost 26-year-old 
Andrew Thomas, but he was arrested 
three days later when he lied and said 
he had been at home. 

Thomas admitted dangerous driv¬ 
ing, driving without insurance, and 
driving while disqualified. 

He was jailed for 15 months, dis¬ 
qualified from driving for four years, 
and ordered to take extended driving 
tests. 

Judge Paul Thomas told him: “You 
put the police, the occupants of your 
car, and members of the public at risk 
of death.” 

Prosecutor Claire Wilks said that on 
January 3, police received reports of a 
Citroen Saxo being driven dangerous¬ 
ly in the Caerau area. 

They spotted it parked and saw a 
number of people get in, with Thomas 
as the driver. Then he accelerated 
away fast. 

The car travelled at high speed 
along Dyffryn Road and Tonna Road 


and when it hit a bump, sparks flew 
from the vehicle. 

Ms Wilks said: “The conditions 
were absolutely treacherous, with 
black ice on the roads.” 

He was said to have previous con¬ 
victions for aggravated vehicle taking 
and dangerous driving. 

Defence counsel Peter Davies said: 
“The distance covered was no more 
than two miles.” 

He said he was in a stable relation¬ 
ship and his partner was pregnant. 

Four months ago, he said, Thomas’s 
brother suddenly died, someone to 
whom he was close. 

“There are positive sides to his 
character, and to his credit, he has 
come to terms with drug abuse,” said 
Mr Davies.

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THE BUDGET CUTS MEAN WE 
MUST ALL DO MORE TO HELP 
THE POLICE TACKLE CRIME’ 


T he South Wales Police are the sixth 
most improved force in Wales and 
England for crime reduction, with 
an overall fall of 12 per cent. 

Despite this success, however, I am constantly 
faced with constituents’ anxiety about crime, fear of 
town centres at night, fear of growing drug and alco¬ 
hol abuse and a perception of young people as 
threatening. 

Building public confidence in the security of their 
community means widening responsibility beyond 
the police force, widening engagement with com¬ 
munities, widening understanding of what is hap¬ 
pening locally and how significant it is. 

Crime should not be something that happens to us 
citizens and is the responsibility of the police. 

South Wales police have already faced a cut of 
£2.6 million; a cut which will reverberate across 
partnerships and communities. 

The Bridgend Community Safety Partnership 
includes South Wales Police, Bridgend Council, the 
Health Trust, probation. Crown Prosecution Service, 
Bridgend Association of Voluntary Organisations, 
South Wales Fire and Rescue, the magistrates court, 
domestic violence unit, the Children and Young 
People’s Partnership, the youth offending team, 
Derwin Business Partnership housing associations. 
Victim Support and Neighbourhood Watch. 

All will feel the impact of the cuts in the police 
budget and no doubt face their own cuts in coming 
days. 

The Community Safety Partnership has been a 
great success, with an overall reduction of crime of 
26 per cent between November to April 2009-10, 
compared with the same period 12 months earlier. 

These are facts - yet public perception lags 
behind. Recently, I saw police staff stopping and 
talking to people in Bridgend town centre and ask¬ 
ing about their perception of the town and crime, 
especially by night. 

The fact is that in relation to crime that takes 
place between 10pm and 6am, there has been on 
overall reduction of 22 per cent. 

There have also been falls in criminal damage of 
6 per cent, violent crime of 21.5 per cent and 22 per 
cent in public order offences. 

Public perception was one of increased crime, 
violence and public order offences. 

I am not suggesting that Bridgend town centre on

a Friday and Saturday night is without problems - 
especially after 10pm. 

It is an example of how the police are just one 
part of the partnership. 

Licensees, takeaway food outlets, taxi drivers, 
door security staff, security camera staff combined 
with improved street lighting, street cleaning and the 
creation of open spaces, taxi ranks and imposition of 
licence conditions by Bridgend council are partners 
in tackling the problem. 

The wider community has helped by being a vis¬ 
ible presence in the town. The Street Pastor scheme 
and the triage centre run in Hope chapel with St 
John’s ambulance and the Samaritans Feet on the 
Street made a great difference. 

The street pastors one night dealt with the follow¬ 
ing problems; not always the anti-social behaviour 
problems you expect. 

An individual sleeping rough had been in 
Bridgend for about five months, given food and a 
blanket. 

A woman needing help to get home. She had 
missed the last bus and the team got her home safe. 

Lady in her 40s: angry and frightened. She had 
just arrived by train, unable to find a taxi and was 
alarmed by the town centre. The team escorted her 
to a taxi rank and safely on her way. 

Man in his mid 30s: asking for assistance for his 
friend who was in pain. Assistance provided from 
the St John Ambulance team in Hope and the man 
taken by ambulance to casualty for investigation and 
treatment. 

Not crime scenes, but there were potential risks 
for two women, accidents needing medical help and 
the police where freed up to focus on high risk areas 
and incidents. 

Like many areas, we have a problem with drug 
and alcohol abuse causing crime, and reducing the 


effectiveness of prison as a punishment. 

From local agencies working in this field, there is 
evidence that treatment for drug and alcohol addic¬ 
tion delivers value for money. 

The Drug Treatment Outcomes Research Study 
estimated for every £1 spent there is a £2.5 worth of 
benefit mostly by cutting crime. Any cuts to budgets 
for needle exchanges and methadone maintenance 
results in blood borne viruses, deaths and crime. 

Residential schemes for some and longer term 
support for recovering addicts are costly but pay 
dividends in transforming peoples lives. 

Finally, there is the ever-present fear of young 
people. Teddy boys were replaced by mods and 
rockers, hippies, punks, skin heads, Bullingham 
club members. The fear has always 

been there but affluence brings new problems. 

Many young people know little about the crimi¬ 
nal justice system and the partners within it. 
Youngsters complain to me of being picked on by 
the police, despite the fact that young males under 
the age of 25 are the most likely victims of crime. 
We have an educational task to perform. 

Changing relations between police and young 
people on the edge of crime is difficult. One local 
scheme has disengaged youngsters involved in 
activities designed to challenge them as individuals 
and as a group. 

A climbing wall, high wire, team building games 
and quad biking. Communication skills and team 
working abilities are improved and leadership skills 
developed. 

Then there are the Scout and Guide movements. 
Recently, I visited the 1st Nottage Brownies where 
insight and concern about young people whose lives 
were not as fortunate as their own was shown. 
During BAVO’s Volunteers open day in Bridgend, 
I met Rees Preston, the development officer of 
Scouts Wales. 

With the help and support of the police, Beaver, 
Cub Scout and Scout packs had been developed in 
one community where they were credited with help¬ 
ing reduce unsociable behaviour amongst young 
people by 42 per cent. 

South Wales Police have a good record in tack¬ 
ling crime, but with budget cuts it will take us all 
working together to do more to cut crime. 


Mortgaging a building 
the public already owns!

Profligacy, however, 
does not seem to have 
reached as far as 
Porthcawl Town 
Council. Over the past 
seven years, the council 
has raised more than 
£lm from Porthcawl tax¬ 
payers and increased 
taxes by 77 per cent! 

Not a problem you 
might say if the money 
is well spent; however 
(1) Their hell-bent desire 
to build a Skate Park in 
Heol Y Goedwig is fast 
becoming a farce. What 
started out as a £45k 
investment is now look¬ 
ing like £100k. 


Many local residents 
are very concerned about 
the location, which has 
all the potential to 
become a youth behav¬ 
ioural problem area. 
Much better if it had 
been much smaller and 
located in Griffin Park, 
which is an area specifi¬ 
cally designated as a 
play area and much 
safer. 

( 2) They are spending 
money on building a 
pedestrian crossing on 
Newton Nottage Road 
when any sensible 
appraisal and public con¬ 
sultation will reveal that 
the right location for any 
new crossing is in Heol 
Y Goedwig, where chil¬ 
dren cross to the play 
areas and there are regu¬ 
lar complaints from local 
residents worried about 


the speed of traffic. 

(3) Now the council is 
intending to ‘buy’ the 
current Town Council 
office, a semi-detached 
house in Victoria 
Avenue. 

The current office is 
(a) out of town; (b) on 
two floors and needs 
£000s to make it DDA 
compliant; and (c) the 
meeting room only has 
room for five members 
of the public to view 
council meetings. 

Why would the coun¬ 
cil want to spend 
£200,000 (which they 
want to take on a mort¬ 
gage for) of our money 
buying and modifying 
the wrong property in 
the wrong place. 

So much better if it 
consulted with BCBC to 
sell the Victoria Avenue 


Office, with some of the 
funds then used to lease 
and fit out one of the 
empty shops in John 
Street and move the 
offices there. 

...Easy access to the 
public and visitors, 
options to take on BCBC 
local services all on one 
floor and back in the 
heart of town where it 
once was. 

The Victoria Avenue 
‘office’ is already owned 
by us as BCBC own it! 

So the plan is to mort¬ 
gage Porthcawl taxpay¬ 
ers to buy a building that 
we already own?

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4.000 HOLES IN BRIDGEND ROADS... 

How Bridgend 
coped with its 
sub-zero month!

MORE than 100 
staff were deployed 
by Bridgend 

County Borough 
Council to cope with 
the snow and ice 
during the worst of 
the winter weather. 

A report on the impact 
of the severe weather last 
winter, and how it affect¬ 
ed Bridgend’s highway 
network, was given to the 
communities and envi¬ 
ronment scrutiny com¬ 
mittee by director Louise 
Fradd. 

The report said that 
over a period of 35 days 
from December 10 to 
January 14, the borough 
suffered continuous 
severe weather. During 
this time, temperatures 
only rose above freezing 
on one day - Christmas 
Day. 

There were four sepa¬ 
rate falls of snow, with 
the period before 
Christmas from 

December 20-24 being 
increasingly difficult 
,with snow becoming 
compacted to form 
extensive areas of ice on 
roads and pavements. 
There were also heavy 
falls on January 12. 

Temperatures did not 
fall so low after mid- 
January, but the cold 
period extended until 
March 15 and precau¬ 
tionary salting of the 
roads carried on into 
April, with the last oper¬ 
ation taking place on 
April 7. 


The council was well- 
prepared for the bad 
weather and had 
increased its salt stocks 
by 30 per cent - an extra 
1,000 tonnes - above the 
previous year’s level. 
The total stock was 4,300 
tonnes and was sufficient 
for 90 days heavy salting 
- well above the mini¬ 
mum level recommend¬ 
ed. 

Bridgend had the third 
highest salt reserves of 
any council in Wales at 
the start of the winter. 
The council had also 
renewed the front-line 
gritter fleet with state-of- 
the-art kit, plus five other 
glitters. 

The salting routes 
were also reviewed and 
amended with an extra 
six miles of route being 
added - 38 per cent of the 
total network. 

During snow or wide¬ 
spread ice, the second 
line gritters and snow 
ploughs are deployed to 
side streets, country 
roads and town centres. 

Hand gangs are also 
sent to clear shopping 
centres, fire and ambu¬ 
lance stations, hospitals 
and school approaches. 

During the period 
when snowfall peaked, 
which was on December 
21, January 6, and 
January 13, the council 
had out on the road 10 
gritter units, more than 
six JCBs, more than 20 
hand gangs - more than 


100 staff in total - plus 
workers and equipment 
hired from contractors 
who work for the coun¬ 
cil. The highway staff in 
Bridgend dealt with more 
than 2,000 calls during 
this period. The council 
does precautionary salt¬ 
ing on main routes to pre¬ 
vent ice forming and it 
also melts light snow. 

However, during 
heavy snow falls, the salt 
is quickly diluted and 
overwhelmed by the 
falling snow, which 
means that ploughs have 
to be deployed to clear 
the snow away, followed 
then by salt treatment at 
double the normal spread 
rate. 

Before Christmas, the 
council responded to all 
pleas for help and did not 
restrict the use of salt. 
More than 300 tonnes 
was used in one day at 
the peak of the operation. 
Grit bins were replen¬ 
ished during the 
Christmas break. 

However, by January, 
especially during the 
heavy snow on January 
12-13, the council was 
subject to restrictions 
imposed by central gov¬ 
ernment because of a 
national shortage of salt 
supplies. 

The council restricted 
its operations to the main 
salting routes plus diffi¬ 
cult or steep side streets 
and emergency access 
problems. It also 
economised by mixing 
the salt with grit for all 
non-mainline activity 
and only grit was sup¬ 
plied to the bins. 

The council managed 
to get through a total of 
5,300 tonnes during the 
winter -including 800 
tonnes distributed around 
the grit bins. 

Extra salt had been 
ordered in mid 
December, but the order 
was blocked when the 
government set up a 
national emergency dis¬ 
tribution network. 

Some councils com¬ 
pletely ran out but, 
although supplies were 
placed under extreme 
pressure, Bridgend was 
one of the last councils to 
be allocated salt supplies 
because of the actions 
taken to manage stocks. 

Some extra salt was 
obtained from other 
sources, and a further 
2,000 tonnes were 
received up to the end of 
March,. 

The council is now 
proposing to increase the 
amount of salt in store for 
next winter from 4,300 
tonnes to 5,000 tonnes. 

Orders are being 
placed at the moment but 
deliveries are slow and 
only 1,000 tonnes is in 
stock at the moment. 

Buying the extra 4,000 
tonnes needed will cost 
£134,000 - compared to 
a sum of only £75,000 
allocated for this in the 
budget. The shortfall of 
money will have to be 


met by reducing spend¬ 
ing on highway mainte¬ 
nance. 

During the winter, the 
report states that there 
were concerns about the 
time taken by the gritters 
to travel from their base 
at Waterton to the valley 
areas, especially during 
heavy snow. 

The issue of storing 
some of the salt at loca¬ 
tions in the valleys will 
be investigated. One 
option is to develop ‘salt 
bams’ at strategic loca¬ 
tions as emergency sup¬ 
plies in the event of 
severe weather and salt 
shortages. This is being 
discussed at an all-Wales 
level. 

The council is also to 
see if school closures can 
be avoided by providing 
grit bins in schools so 
that playgrounds and 
other surfaces can be 
treated. 

It has been agreed that 
manpower and equip¬ 
ment from other council 
departments like parks, 
playing fields and clean¬ 
ing can be diverted to 
improve the council’s 
response to extreme 
weather. 

The council has 287 
grit bins throughout the 
borough which are used 
by both residents and 
council staff. They were 
used extensively and had 
to be replenished five 
times. 

Since then, requests 
for a further 125 bins 
have been received but 
there is not enough 
money to fund them. 
Fifteen extra bins will be 
installed and community 
and town councils have 
been asked if they will 
fund the provision of 
these extra bins at £200 a 
time. 

The weather also left 
the highway network pit¬ 
ted with potholes. There 
were 4,000 of them and 
the cost of repair has 
been £184,000. 

In all, the weather cost 
the council an extra 
£484,000, which includ¬ 
ed buying in extra salt, 
labour costs, plant hire 
and the cost of using 
external contractors. If 
salt stocks are increased, 
an extra £58,000 will 
have to be found. 

Some of the cost has 
been offset by a grant 
from WAG of £108,800.

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LIFEBOAT LAUNCHED FIVE TIMES 

Non-stop weekend 
for Porthcawl RNLI!

IT WAS a non-stop 
weekend for the vol¬ 
unteers at 

Porthcawl RNLI, as 
the lifeboat was 
launched five times 
over one of its 
busiest weekends 
ever! 

The lifeboatwas 
launched three times 
within a few hours on the 
Saturday; first to a jet ski, 
then to a person reported 
to be in difficulty in 
Coney Beach, and the 
third to a boat sinking in 
Porthcawl harbour. 

The RNLI pagers were 
fired around 10am on 
Saturday morning with 
the request for the 
lifeboat to be launched to 
the jet ski in difficulty off 
Rhych Point. 

Porthcawl RNLI 
spokeswoman Aileen 
Jones said: “The crew 
made good speed to the 
casualty vessel, and 
when they arrived the jet 
ski was abandoned. The 
lifeboat did a search of 
the area and were then 
informed by Porthcawl 
Coastguards that the 
casualty had been 
brought ashore on a surf 
ski. 

“It was later estab¬ 
lished that there was only 
one person on board who 
had tried to fire his dis¬ 
tress flares - but unfortu¬ 
nately they had misfired. 


Luckily for him, a person 
on the shore saw that he 
was in trouble and rang 
the Coastguard. 

“The casualty was a 
little shocked and an 
ambulance was called to 
check him over. The 
MoD was contacted to 
deal with the misfired 
flares. Porthcawl 

Coastguards stayed with 
the flares until the bomb 
disposal unit arrived 
from Reading three hours 
later.” 

She sontinued: “The 
second call was to swim¬ 
mers in difficulty on 
Coney Beach. The 
lifeboat was requested to 
attend and the swimmers 
made it ashore safely, 
where they were assisted 
by the local Coastguards. 

“The final call of the 
day came later in the 
evening when it was 
reported that a boat was 
sinking in Porthcawl har¬ 
bour. The lifeboat was 
launched quickly to 
assist, this time taking a 
pump, and the sinking 
vessel was quickly 
drained of its water and 
the source of the leak was 
established. 

“The vessel’s owner 
did suffer a minor injury 
to his hand, but after 
some first aid by the 
lifeboat crew was passed 
fit, relieved that he and 
his boat were safe.” 

Simon Emms was 
helm of the lifeboat for 


the jet ski call and said: 
“We would always 
advise people to stay 
with their vessel when 
they encounter difficul¬ 
ties. as it is much easier 
for us to identify how 
many people are in trou¬ 
ble, and that all have 
been accounted for. It’s 
also much safer for the 
casualty themselves to be 
seen when they are on a 
craft than in the water.” 

Phil Mis sen, the 
lifeboat operations man¬ 
ager at Porthcawl added 
“It was an extremely 
busy day for our crew. 
Usually at this time of 
year we have one or two 
calls a week, so to have 
three in one day kept us 
on our toes”. 

However, the weekend 
was not over and the 
lifeboat was out again on 
Sunday evening to a boat 
in distress at the Hugo 
Bank which is about 
three miles west of 
Porthcawl. 

The yachtsman put out 
a Mayday call to 
Swansea Coastguard, 
explaining that his rudder 
had broken and he had no 
means of steering his 19- 
foot sailing boat. 

The sea conditions in 
that area were quite 
rough with a fresh wind 
blowing. The lifeboat 
made good speed and 
reached the casualty ves¬ 
sel within 10 minutes of 
launching. 


The Mumbles 

Lifeboat was also tasked 
to assist, but it would 
take considerably longer 
to arrive. Joe Missen, the 
helm of the lifeboat, 
transferred crew mem¬ 
bers Chris Missen and 
Dan Jones on board the 
yacht to assess the situa¬ 
tion, while Ross 
Purchase manned the 
radio position. 

A line was then 
attached and a tow was 
established. Porthcawl 
lifeboat maintained the 
tow until the Mumbles 
lifeboat arrived and the 
casualty vessel was 
handed over. 

The Mumbles 

Lifeboat towed the yacht 
back into Swansea mari¬ 
na where repairs were 
due to be carried out ear¬ 
lier this week. 

As the lifeboat 

returned to station, 

another call was received 
as two surf skis were in 
difficulty at Newton 

Point. 

By this time, the light 
was fading and the skis 
were drifting further out 
to sea. The lifeboat 

headed back and man¬ 
aged to locate the two 
skis. 

They were safely put 
on board the lifeboat and 
taken back to Ogmore- 
by-Sea, from where they 
had launched.

owners promise 


A STRATEGY to 
support carers 

throughout 
Bridgend County 
Borough has been 
approved by 

Bridgend’s cabinet. 

The blueprint, drawn 
up jointly by the 
Bridgend Carers Forum 
in conjunction with the 
council and the health 
board, sets out ways in 
which carers of all ages 
are to be helped and sup¬ 
ported in the work they 
do looking after relatives 
and others. 

The strategy has a sec¬ 
tion devoted to young 
carers. A national survey 
has found that the aver¬ 
age age of a young carer 
in the UK is just 12 years 
old and that over half live 
in a single parent family. 
Almost a fifth spend 
more than 20 hours a 
week providing care, 
some of which is inti¬ 
mate personal care, for a 
parent. 

Sadly, more than a 
quarter of young carers 
have problems at school 
either by falling behind 
with their work because 
of the time they spend 
caring or by being bul¬ 
lied by other children. 

The strategy seeks to 
address some of these 
issues by freeing them 
from some of their caring 
work so that they can 
take part in activities and 
learning. 

The report says: “With 
so many adult responsi¬ 
bilities, young carers 
often miss out on oppor¬ 
tunities that other chil¬ 
dren have to play and 
learn. 

“Many struggle educa¬ 
tionally and are often 
bullied for being differ¬ 
ent. They can become 
isolated with no relief 
from the pressures at 
home and no chance to 
enjoy a normal child¬ 
hood. They are often 
afraid to ask for help for 
fear of letting the family 
down or being taken into 
care.” 

Canoes

The Bridgend Young 
Carers project (Action 
for Children) provides a 
very active range of proj¬ 
ects and activities for 
young carers via the 
Brackla Meadows 
Family Centre, the 
Bridgend Carers Centre 
and the Solid Rock cafe. 

In 2008-09, the project 
provided 82 group ses¬ 
sions, 18 social trips 
including overnight stays 
and has made good links 
with Bridgend College to 
raise the issues facing 
young carers in 
Bridgend. 

One of the aims of the 
strategy is to ensure that 
children are not expected 
to provide “inappropri¬ 
ate” care. The definition 
of inappropriate will vary 
from child to child. 

The strategy will also 
provide targeted support 
to young carers so that 
they can engage in sport, 
leisure and social activi¬ 
ties away from the family 
environment. 

Respite care and sup¬ 
port will free them from 
their caring role for as 
long as necessary. This 
will mean that they will 
be able to do the things 
that other children do 
who are not carers. 

The strategy will also 
seek to raise the profile 
of young carers at school 
by training teachers to 
recognise them and pro¬ 
vide support. 


THIS year’s visit by 
the Lions Club of

The region was alive 
with British, American 
and French visitors of all 
ages. Many of those, of 
course, were war veter¬ 
ans, many people were 
dressed in period mili¬ 
tary uniforms, driving 
open-top jeeps and 
ancient motorcycles. 

After visiting the leg¬ 
endary Pegasus Bridge, 
a major objective at the 
start of the liberation, 
the party travelled to 
Arromanches on the 
coast and observed the 
beaches with the remains 
of the renowned artifi¬ 
cial Mulberry Harbour. 

This was a particular¬ 


ly touching moment for 
one of the Bridgend 
club’s members, whose 
father was among those 
troops involved in the 
assault on these beaches. 

Now a small seaside 
town, Arromanches is 
alive with cafes and sou¬ 
venir shops playing the 
40s tunes of the Glen 
Miller Band and Vera 
Lynn. The town and 
beaches on this glorious¬ 
ly sunny day were full of 
families with children 
sunbathing, paddling and 
enjoying themselves. 

It was quite a happy 
carnival atmosphere 
there, which was very 
much at odds with the 
horror of the events 


which had occurred 66 
years earlier. 

Before returning to 
Vimoutiers, the Welsh 
and French clubs took 
the opportunity to stop at 
Bayeux war cemetery to 
lay a Lions poppy 
wreath on the memorial, 
and pause to remember. 

Officially twinned in 
1979, Bridgend and 
Vimoutiers Lions Clubs 
meet annually, alternat¬ 
ing their visits. 

Members and part¬ 
ners enjoyed their tradi¬ 
tional Twinning dinner 
on Saturday night and a 
magnificent alfresco 
Sunday afternoon lunch 
before the Welsh club’s 
departure for the ferry. 


T he well-known 
Farthings 
Restaurant at 
Cowbridge has 
closed - eight 
months after a 
Cardiff-based com¬ 
pany took it over. 

The new owners say 
that they are “consider¬ 
ing plans to launch a 
new restaurant” but the 
premises are likely to 
remain empty until “the 
early autumn” at least. 

It was in October of 
2009 that Cardiff-based 
ChoiceProduce took 
over Farthings, as well 
as the other two associ¬ 
ated businesses. 

Farthings at Home 
Delicatessen, and 

Farthings Events. The 
latter two businesses are 
continuing to trade nor¬ 
mally. 

ChoiceProduce, 
which is now known as 
Knife & Fork Food Ltd, 
came to Cowbridge as 
owners of two well 
known Cardiff restau¬ 
rants, Woods Brasserie 
and The Conway, and 
had also taken over at 
the Old Swan Inn, 
Llantwit Major. Again, 
these three businesses 
are continuing to trade. 

However, things have 
clearly not gone smooth¬ 
ly at Farthings, and a 


spokeswoman for Knife 
& Fork Food Ltd said 
that the restaurant was 
still making a loss. 

She said: “Despite 
making significant 
changes in management, 
operating procedures 
and food and wine offer¬ 
ings over the last few 
months, the restaurant 
has continued to trade at 
a loss and, in its present 
format, has proven 
uneconomic to keep 
open. 

“Every attempt to 
reverse this pattern has 
been made but we 
believe that only by 
closing down and open¬ 
ing as something com¬ 
pletely different can the 
business flourish. 

“We are considering 
plans to launch a brand 
new restaurant, possibly 
in early autumn.” 

The spokeswoman 
said: “We are sad to be 
taking this unfortunate 
action, but must look to 
the future, focusing on 
our other sites and con¬ 
tinuing to offer our cus¬ 
tomers the high stan¬ 
dards they have come to 
expect from Knife & 
Eork, all the while con¬ 
sidering alternative 
plans for Earthings 
restaurant.”

MP calls for better NHS 
treatment of autism 


MADELEINE 
MOON MP has 
warned that thou¬ 
sands of children 
with autism are 
needlessly facing a 
future of mental 
health problems, 
because the NHS 
does not know how 
to help them. 

She is backing a new 
campaign by the 
National Autistic Society 
(NAS), You Need to 
Know, which aims to 
tackle “an unfit mental 
health system that fails 
two thirds of children 
with autism and often 
makes their mental 
health worse”. 

Madeleine said: “We 
all need to know that by 
giving children with 
autism the understanding 
and support they need, 
we help promote their 
health and happiness. 

“Too many are cur¬ 
rently developing pre¬ 
ventable mental health 
problems and find them¬ 
selves up against a bro¬ 
ken system that doesn’t 
understand them or their 
needs. It is a tragic waste 
of their potential.” 

More than 70 per cent 
of children with autism 
have a mental health

problem, such as depres¬ 
sion, obsessive compul¬ 
sive disorder and other 
anxiety disorders, despite 
the fact that many of 
these problems are pre¬ 
ventable. 

Autism is a complex 
disability and so when 
mental health problems 
do develop in children 
with the condition they 
are much harder to 
recognise, diagnose and 
treat without appropriate 
knowledge. 

Tragically, they are 
often dismissed as an 
unfortunate, but unavoid¬ 
able side effect of having 
autism. 

Mark Lever, chief 
executive of the NAS 
said: “All too often chil¬ 
dren with autism receive 
inappropriate, ineffectual 
and sometimes harmful 
treatment of their mental 


health problems. 

“This has a devastat¬ 
ing effect on families, 
many of whom develop 
their own mental health 
problems as a result.” 

Mrs Moon is also call¬ 
ing on local children and 
families affected by 
autism to nominate their 
Happiness Hero - an 
individual who has gone 
the extra mile to support 
a child with autism. 

It could be a mental 
health professional, 
teacher, youth group 
worker or another indi¬ 
vidual who has made a 
positive difference to the 
life of a child with 
autism.

THE steam-driven 
locomotive, the 

Princess Elizabeth, will 
be passing through 
Bridgend to Swansea 
on the morning of 
Saturday, June 19. 

It was built at the 
Crewe engine works in 
1933. 

Number 6201 was the 
second engine of its 
class and operated on the 
LMS region; it was offi¬ 
cially designated as the 
‘Princess Royal’ class, 
but this developed the 
nickname of the 
‘Lizzies. 

The locomotive 
achieved fame in 
November 1936 when it 
covered the 401 miles 
between Glasgow and 
London in 5 hours 44 
minutes. 

This engine also

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THE GLAMORGAN GEM WORLD CUP ROUND-UP 

The festival of football has begun - and 
so have the mistakes, cards and goals! 


THE World Cup 
finally got under¬ 
way last Friday 
afternoon, and all 
the talk and conjec¬ 
ture about who 
should be in the 
squads of each of 
the 32 competing 
countries came to 
an end. 

Still to be answered, 
though, are important 
questions, like who 
should be in goal for 
England. We now know 
how that question was 
answered, and what the 
result of that selection 
was; but we shall return 
to that one later. 

The opening ceremo¬ 
ny was, in fairness, a 
great deal better than 
many an opening cere¬ 
mony witnessed in the 
past at other major sport¬ 
ing events. 

I don’t think anyone 


cheated in the singing of 
a song, or special com¬ 
puter-generated effects 
used to fool the watching 
millions. It was a good 
celebration, not only of 
South African culture, 
but that of the continent 
as a whole, and I at least 
understood the message 
being portrayed. 

The first match saw 
hosts South Africa play 
Mexico, and despite 
being without the ball for 
long periods, the home 
team produced a crack¬ 
ing goal from Tshabalala. 

Unfortunately for the 
hosts, they couldn’t hold 
onto that lead and 
Mexico grabbed a 
deserved equaliser later 
in the second half. 

Honours even then, 
and quite a good start to 
the tournament. 

Now the general rule 
for teams in their open¬ 
ing fixture is don’t lose. 
Australia obviously had 


this in mind when they 
turned up to play 
Germany without a 
recognised striker in the 
starting 11. 

They were duly ham¬ 
mered 4-0, and you have 
to wonder, what hap¬ 
pened to the famous 
fighting spirit we expect 
from all Aussie teams. 

Germany were 

allowed to play with total 
freedom and looked 
good, though I wouldn’t 
get too excited about 
them just yet - tougher 
games are to come. 

The French who, if 
rumours are to be 
believed, are busy fight¬ 
ing with each other and 
the manager, looked 
ragged. 

The 0-0 draw with 
Uruguay was only 
marked out by the first 
sending off of a player in 
the tournament. 

Of the other big teams, 
Argentina beat Nigeria 


1-0 and looked strong, 
only an outstanding dis¬ 
play of goalkeeping by 
Vincent Enyeama pre¬ 
venting Argentina from 
winning by four or five 
goals . 

Defending champions 
Italy struggled to a 1-1 
draw with Paraguay, as 
the Italians made their 
usual slow start to a tour¬ 
nament. In the past, they 
have always got better 
and better as things 
progress, but this time, 
however, I suspect they 
may just run out of steam 
later on. 

Holland ran out fairly 
comfortable winners 
against Denmark 2-0, 
without showing too 
much of the sexy football 
associated with them 
recently. 

The Asian contingent 
have also started well, 
with South Korea run¬ 
ning all over a poor 
Greek team to win 2-0,

and Japan beating 
Cameroon 1-0. 

Of the others, Ghana 
looked good in beating 
Serbia 1-0, and the 
Algeria - Slovenia match 
was dire. 

The only goal in that 
one came from a gift 
from the Algerian keeper, 
who made a complete 
hash of a soft shot from 
just outside the penalty 
area. 

That brings us neatly 
onto England, and anoth¬ 
er goalkeeper who gifted

Saturday sees nothing 
outstanding, though 
Holland against Japan in 
the early kick-off may be 
of interest to those, and 
there are quite a few I 
know, who have deposit¬ 
ed some cash in the 
bookies on Holland to 
win the whole thing. 

The best prospect 
must be the Sunday night 
match between Brazil 
and the Ivory Coast. 

Will Drogba be fit 
enough to play, and can a 
team from Africa stand 
up and beat the world’s 
most successful football 
nation? I doubt it. 

Happy viewing for the 
week ahead - once 
everyone has played their 
first match, things should 
open up a little and then 
we will start getting 
down to the real action 
and, I suspect, a few 
more surprises and mis¬ 
takes !

Ben Stiller shows off 
his serious side in 
Baumbach’s Greenberg 


T O many, Ben 
Stiller is 
known as the 
funny guy who, 
having lit up 
There Something 
About Mary, pro¬ 
ceeded to marry big 
laughs with box 
office success in the 
likes of Meet The 
Parents, Dodgeball 
and Starsky and 
Hutch. 

However, before 
Stiller’s breakthrough 
with ... Mary, he had 
built up an impressive 
resume of straight roles 
that highlighted his abili¬ 
ty as an actor, most 
notably in Zero Effect 
and Permanent 
Midnight. 

Having shown his 
comedy chops for the 
past 10 years. Stiller 
takes on something a 
touch more dramatic 
with Noah Baumbach’s 
latest effort, Greenberg. 

Stiller plays Roger 
Greenberg, a socially 
awkward 40-year-old 
who has recently left a 
mental hospital. 

Moving into his 
brother’s home while he 
and his family are away, 
Greenberg gets close to 
the family’s assistant 
Florence (Greta 
Gerwig), and the pair’s 
relationship sees Roger 
reassessing his life, try¬ 
ing to mend broken 
bridges such as those 
with his best friend Ivan 
(Rhys Ifans); however, 
Greenberg’s personality 
seems to be the stum¬ 
bling block for achieving 
happiness as he finds 
himself losing a winning 
battle... 

Noah Baumbach’s 
previous works have 
mined gold from the 
world of middle-class, 
dysfunctional families 
and the lives that they 
lead. Both his directorial 
efforts thus far (which 
he also, like Greenberg, 
wrote) The Squid and 
The Whale and Margot 
At The Wedding, have 
taken a deep look at the 
neuroses of these charac¬ 
ters, what makes them 
tick and why they are so 
dysfunctional without 
being overly judgmental. 

It is a well that he 
strikes a third time here, 
and while perhaps not 
with the same unnerving 


accuracy that those earli¬ 
er films achieved, still 
makes for a pleasing, if 
slightly low-key, view¬ 
ing experience. 

Those familiar with 
the work of Wes 
Anderson will see a 
familiarity in 
Baumbach’s work, 
understandable since the 
pair co-wrote both The 
Life Aquatic with Steve 
Zissou and Anderson’s 
take on Fantastic Mr 
Fox - both seem to take 
great delight in high¬ 
lighting the familial 
breakdowns that can 
occur and the relation¬ 
ships they affect. 

While that was true of 
Baumbach’s first two 
efforts, Greenberg puts 
all of the weight onto the 
titular character, a bun¬ 
dle of mixed up senti¬ 
ments and beliefs, ranti¬ 
ng with anger one 
minute (most memorably 
upon receiving a birth¬ 
day cake in a restaurant) 
and wondering why his 
former life has given 
way to the one he is liv¬ 
ing now. 

Baumbach’s deftness 
is shown wonderfully 
through the writing of 
the film, its wry comedy 
being generated by the 
characters and the situa¬ 
tions they are in rather 
than any convoluted set¬ 
ups or plot points. 

Keeping things almost 
fly-on-the-wall (much 
like his previous work), 
the film feels steeped in 
reality and this allows 
the comedy, and the 
drama, to unfold natural¬ 
ly without being forced. 

His direction is simi¬ 
larly unobtrusive, catch¬ 
ing the glow of Los 
Angeles without the 
glossy veneer and keep¬ 
ing things as sparse as 
can be. 

The opening shot in 
particular sets out his 
stall - the camera’s main 
focus is on the actors 
and the characters; the 
visual element is a by¬ 
product of that. 

He is aided by won¬ 
derful and engaging 
turns from a cast varying 
in terms of exposure: 

Ben Stiller shows he is 
more than just a comedy 
actor with a turn that is 
both tragic and comedic, 
yet is also unafraid to 
buck your expectations. 

It would have been 
easy to create a character 


whose attempts to work 
through his issues are 
fraught yet come with 
good intentions, but 
Greenberg isn’t one of 
those characters. 

Instead, you have to 
try and like him despite 
his actions, the character 
annoying and, at times, 
horrible, yet Stiller’s 
turn offers a touch of 
light at the end of the 
dark tunnel, making him 
a protagonist hard to 
root for, but not wholly 
unlikeable. 

The counterpoint to 
Greenberg’s bitterness 
and resentment is Greta 
Gerwig’s Florence, and 
for the little-known 
actress it is a perform¬ 
ance that is excellent. 

Perhaps as troubled as 
Greenberg, she is open 
and welcoming to his 
closed-up and shut off 
personality. On the sur¬ 
face opposites, they are 
more linked than they 
realise, and Baumbach 
doesn’t force the rela¬ 
tionship between the 
two, the pair discovering 
each other almost with 
reluctance. 

Gerwig’s performance 
is beautifully judged, 
capturing the fragility of 
the character while mak¬ 
ing her thoroughly 
appealing, it is a turn 
that marks Gerwig out as 
one to watch. 

Similarly, it also nice 
to see Rhys Ifans back in 
front of the camera, and 
much like Stiller and 
Gerwig, he offers up a 
restrained and subtle 
performance, another 
character with issues and 
troubles, but one the 
Welshman essays with 
no little amount of skill. 

Certainly, while 
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by GARETH 
JAMIESON 


Baumbach treads a 
world he is more than 
familiar with, the film 
doesn’t quite have the 
acerbic bite of his previ¬ 
ous works, lacking the 
cohesion and shape that 
would let it really excel. 

However, come a cli¬ 
max that eschews 
redemption for hope, 
you will feel satisfied by 
Greenberg, a film whose 
focus on characters and 
situation works incredi¬ 
bly well, if without 
grand dramatics. 

VERDICT - Familiar 
ground, but one that is 
still well worth mining, 
Noah Baumbach is on 
good form for 
Greenberg. 

Sharply written and 
directed, its slightly 
meandering style retains 
charm while the per¬ 
formances from Ben 
Stiller, Greta Gerwig and 
Rhys Ifans are perfectly 
pitched; a low-key 
delight, and one that is 
well worth seeking out. 
Enjoyable.

‘Fungus killing 
off larch trees’ 

- COMMISSION WARNS 


FORESTRY 
Commission Wales 
experts are working 
to contain an out¬ 
break of 

Phytophthora 
ramorum (P. ramo- 
rum) infection in 
Japanese larch 
trees in the Garw 
Valley and Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“P ramorum is a fun¬ 
gus-like pathogen that 
kills many of the trees 
that it infects. It was 
found on Japanese larch 
trees in south west 
England last year, and 
the outbreak in wood¬ 
lands in the Garw Valley, 
and the Vale and Afan 
Valley is the first time it 
has been encountered on 


larch elsewhere in Great 
Britain,” Richard 

Siddons, head of grants 
and regulations for 
Eorestry Commission 
Wales, said; “Like any 
threat to our trees, woods 
and forests, finding 
Phytophthora ramorum 
on Japanese larch in 
south Wales is a worry¬ 
ing development. 

“So far in Wales, it 
has only been found in 
woodland managed by 
Eorestry Commission 
Wales on behalf of the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government. 

“However, the situa¬ 
tion is changing rapidly 
as we undertake more 
surveys, and it is likely 
that the infection has 
spread more widely,” he 
warned.

Walkers enjoy the 
history and beauty 
of the Llynfi Valley 


NLY only 
three walk¬ 
ers turned 
out recently to join 
Janet and John for 
a pleasant walk just 
the other side of the 
Llynfi Valley. 

On a humid, overcast 
but dry morning, the 
group left a housing 
estate on the edge of 
Maesteg to follow a 
stony bridleway down¬ 
hill through a wood, 
before joining Llan 
Road and walking to 
Llangynwyd village, 
which is dominated by 
the church. 

The church, dedicat¬ 
ed to St Cynwyd, was 
founded in the 6th cen¬ 
tury but was rebuilt in 
the 13th century - and 
has since been restored 
several times. The low 
square tower was com¬ 
pletely restored in 1893. 

There is a lovely old 
Welsh legend, the Maid 
of Cefn Ydfa, that 
involves a local thatcher 
and poet, Wil Hopcyn, 
who fell in love with a 
local girl, Ann Thomas, 
whose mother Catherine 
did not believe that Wil 
was good enough to 
court her daughter. 

So she arranged for 
Ann to marry a gentle¬ 
man called Anthony 
Maddox, which Ann 
did, but eventually she 
died of what some peo¬ 
ple believed was a bro¬ 
ken heart. 

Both Ann and Wil are 
buried in the churchyard 
under the trees, and 
across the road is a 
thatched inn called Yr 
Hen Dy (the Old House) 


and the cross between 
the church and the inn is 
a memorial to Wil. 

The inn is believed to 
be the oldest in south 
Wales and the village 
still celebrates the com¬ 
ing of the New Year 
with the Mari Lwyd, 
which has changed over 
the years, but involves a 
horse’s skull draped in a 
white sheet with flowers 
being paraded through 
the village. 

Following the road 
uphill, a stop was made 
to discard clothing as 
the sun shone and it 
became very humid, and 
as the rough farm tracks 
led them gently uphill 
they paused for coffee, 
just as the sky clouded 
over and a few drops of 
rain fell. 

Refreshed, they con¬ 
tinued uphill, passing 
the site of Y 
Bwlwarcan, a hill-slope 
fort that possibly dates 
back to the Iron Age 
and is situated on an 
east facing part of 
Mynydd Margam. 

The fort covers a 
huge area of land and 
the small central part, 
enclosed by a bank and 
ditch some two-metres 
deep, is the area which 
was inhabited, and this 
was protected by more 
outer circles. 

Joining the Coed 
Morgannwg Way, which 
runs for 36 miles, 
swathes of the conifer 
plantations have been 
harvested, resulting in 
huge piles of logs along 
the track. They watched 
a fledgling wagtail that 
hadn’t quite got the 
hang of flying do a 


crash landing on a log 
before moving on to 
view a copy of the 
Bodvic Stone. 

The original is 
housed in the Margam 
Stones Museum and 
was dedicated to 
Bodvoc, the son of 
Cattegern. 

Lunch was enjoyed a 
little further along 
before the group moved 
on through forestry 
paths and turning down¬ 
hill, they were greeted 
by green verges that 
were bedecked with 
sweet-smelling blue¬ 
bells and overhung with 
hawthorn trees covered 
with May blossom 
beside Cwm Sychbant. 

Sometimes, fallow 
deer roam here but not 
today, so following the 
road and then taking a 
diverted path, where the 
resident stallion had to 
be bribed with an apple 
to let them through, 
they crossed a stile 
through a bluebell wood 
and nature reserve to 
eventually retrace their 
steps back to their cars. 

Wear suitable cloth¬ 
ing, preferably boots 
and carry waterproofs, 
food and drinks. Some 
degree of fitness is 
required and if you are 
in any doubt, then 
please contact the walk 
leader for advice.

DOORSTEP crime is being 
targeted in Bridgend county 
borough and the Vale. 

BCBC’s Trading Standards team has 
joined forces with colleagues in the 
Vale Council and South Wales Police 
to give a joint pledge. 

A spokeswoman explained: “The 
‘Memorandum of Understanding’ is 
designed to make it easier for residents 
throughout the two local authority 
areas to get the right assistance when 
they need it. It means both councils 
and South Wales Police now have a 
clear agreement on how they will work 
together on doorstep crime enforce¬ 
ment including regularly exchanging 
information and intelligence.” 

Acting Detective Chief Inspector 


Stephen Rees commented: “Although 
doorstep crime is rare locally, incidents 
involving bogus callers and distraction 
burglaries are often targeted toward 
vulnerable people. 

“As such, they can have a devastat¬ 
ing impact on victims and their fami¬ 
lies. Offenders are often opportunistic 
and incidents can be avoided through 
basic crime prevention measures. 

“We would ask people to report any 
suspicious activity and to assist vulner¬ 
able family members and neighbours 
with advice and a watchful eye. Often 
the persons who commit such offences 
will travel across several local authori¬ 
ty areas on an offending spree. This 
joint agreement between two local 
authorities and South Wales Police is a 
massive step forward.”

Future of skate 
park in doubt 
over ‘obstacles’

He was backed by 
Coun Alana Davies, 
who is a member of 
Bridgend’s cabinet: “We 
should not hide our 
young people away. A 
fence would also be 
more intrusive than the 
skateboard park,” she 
maintained. 

She had spoken to the 
officers involved 

already and would be 
raising the issue with 
cabinet colleagues. 

Coun John Bunker 
could not believe the 
council’s attitude. 

“The planners are sit¬ 
ting there is their ivory 
towers and putting a 
spoke in our wheel. On 
the one hand, they offer 
us money to do it, but 
now it seems to be a 
major problem. It will 
be like a prison camp 
there if they get their 
way. Words fail me.” 

The contractors have 
also have informed the 
council that they have 
never been asked to pro¬ 
vide a fence for any 
skateboard park they 
have built anywhere else 
in the country. 

Coun Gerald Davies 
commented that 

although he was never in 
favour of the park, the 
council had taken a 
democratic decision and 
should not have these 
obstacles placed in their 
way. 

He asked the clerk to 
prepare a full report out¬ 


lining the chronology of 
events. 

Coun Sean Aspey 
pointed out that Heol y 
Goedwig was the bor¬ 
ough council’s preferred 
choice. 

Coun Rosemary 
Deere said that the 
young people were 
forming a club to run the 
skateboard park and 
they intend to run train¬ 
ing sessions. 

“If this fails, we need 
to issue a statement to 
say that the blame does 
not lie with us,” she 
added. 

Coun Chris Smart 
urged a face to face 
meeting be arranged 
with the planning offi¬ 
cers to try to thrash out 
the problems. 

Coun Deere agreed 
that a meeting should be 
organised and said that 
the people of Porthcawl 
would be seriously upset 
if the scheme did not go 
ahead because of BCBC 
intransigence. 

“We have put money 
in, attracted match fund¬ 
ing for the town and we 
have also agreed extra 
funding for the crossing. 
The credibility of BCBC 
will be diminished if this 
fails. 

“If BCBC does not 
withdraw these restric¬ 
tions, this park will not 
go ahead.” 

Coun Alana Davies 
promised to arrange a 
meeting with the neces¬ 
sary officers and mem¬ 
bers. 


A spokesman for 
BCBC said that follow¬ 
ing a noise assessment 
survey at the site, an 
acoustic bund of 
between six and eight 
feet in height had been 
recommended to reduce 
noise levels at nearby 
houses. 

The final height of the 
bund has not been con¬ 
firmed. 

The spokesman said 
that a fence around the 
site to control how the 
skate park is used late at 
night to prevent anti¬ 
social behaviour, as well 
as a pedestrian crossing 
in the interests of high¬ 
way safety, were also 
identified. 

He said that the appli¬ 
cation is still being 
processed and will be 
discussed by the devel¬ 
opment control commit¬ 
tee at a later date. 

Speaking afterwards 
to The GEM, Coun 
Deere said he was very 
angry: “If it fails, people 
must know where the 
blame lies. I will be lay¬ 
ing the blame squarely 
on the officers,” he 
warned. 

Coun Deere added 
that the ruling 
Conservative group, 
backed by Labour, had 
already had to fight the 
Liberal Democrats, who 
were opposed to the 
project.

Hospital chaos 
over admissions

Now, health minister 
Edwina Hart is to be 
questioned about what’s 
going on at the hospital. 

Andrew RT Davies, 
Regional AM for the 
Vale, who is also the 
shadow health minister 
for Wales, said he would 
raise this with Edwina 
Hart at the earliest 
opportunity. 

“I want to know why 
bed numbers are being 
cut, particularly as we 
approach the autumn, 
when pressure on front 
line services is likely to 
be more acute.” 

The GEM revealed 
last week that Bridgend 
has lost more than 200 
beds over the past 25 
years - before these lat¬ 
est cuts take effect. 

Mr Davies said he 
was concerned about the 
knock-on effect on 
ambulances which were 
caught up in log jams at 
A and E departments. 

He said: “This is not 
only distressing for the 
patients, but could result 
in an urgent 999 call 
having to wait much 
longer for an available 
ambulance. 

“It is increasingly dif¬ 
ficult for dedicated and 
hard-working NHS staff 
to carry out their roles 
when beds are being cut 
at such an alarming 
rate.” 

A spokesman for 
ABM health board said 
that the Princess of 
Wales hospital did not 
close to new admissions 
on Monday, but there 
was a larger than usual 
number of patients with 
complex issues - many 


arriving in quick succes¬ 
sion. 

This coincided with 
later than usual dis¬ 
charges of inpatients. 

The spokesman said 
that a high number of 
planned in-patients also 
arrived for admission 
which created “some 
pressures” during the 
afternoon. 

The vast majority of 
patients waiting had not 
been identified as need¬ 
ing admission at this 
point, and were still 
being assessed. 

The ambulance serv¬ 
ice was warned of 
potential delays and 
contingency plans were 
put in place to increase 
bed capacity if it was 
required and, by 
evening, all patients 
requiring admission had 
been allocated beds, 
with spare capacity if 
needed. 

The spokeswoman 
said that had been an 
increase in people turn¬ 
ing up at A and E from 
Neath Port Talbot, and 
this is now being 
addressed with a view to 
ensuring that patients 
use their local hospital. 

Work is now on¬ 
going to improve the sit¬ 
uation at PoW, with 
additional consultant 
input being trialled to 
see if decision-making 
from senior doctors 
improves the flow of 
patients being assessed. 

The spokeswom- 
anadded that over recent 
weeks, more than 90 per 
cent of patients have 
been seen and either 
admitted or discharged 
within four hours. 


CounciFs office 
costs are probed 


PORTHCAWL 
Town Council is to 
investigate the total 
cost of purchasing 
its offices at Victoria 
Road. 

The council has 
already commissioned a 
valuation from a local 
firm which said that the 
price would be 
£165,000, but there has 
been concern that BCBC 
may ask a higher sum if 


approached about selling 
it to the town council. 

The council has now 
decided to ask the clerk 
to produce a feasibility 
study, including the costs 
of a commercial mort¬ 
gage, solictors fees and 
other costs. 

No decision has been 
made about whether or 
not to proceed with the 
purchase - assuming 
BCBC are willing to sell. 


Town council aim to 
honour Tom Prydie 


RUGBY star Tom 
Prydie is to be hon¬ 
oured in his home 
town of Porthcawl. 

Tom, who is only 18, 
is the youngest person 
ever to score a try for 
Wales. He crossed the 
line against South Africa 
two weeks ago. 

Coun Chris Smart told 
Porthcawl Town Council 
that there had been times 
in the past when the 
town had been a bit lax 
in paying tribute to peo¬ 
ple who have achieved 
something remarkable. 

“We did, of course, 
honour our paralympic 
hero Simon Richardson, 
and here we have a case 
where a young man has 
brought great honour on 
his parents, school and 
town. 

“He became the 
youngest ever Welsh 
international to gain a 
cap when he played

TIME FOR 
ANEW 
OPERATING 
SYSTEM? 


SHOULD you con¬ 
vert to Microsoft’s 
Windows 7 
Operating System 
(OS) for your com¬ 
puter? 

About a third of the 
club members are now 
using it and others are 
thinking about it. Steve 
and Howard led a dis¬ 
cussion about how the 
new system was per¬ 
forming. 

Microsoft says it has 
sold more than 100 mil¬ 
lion licences; that over a 
quarter of a million 
devices work with the 
system and that over a 
million software applica¬ 
tions will run within it. 

The software includes 
eight out of 10 top 
accounting packages; all 
10 top games (in the US) 
and all 10 top (US) secu¬ 
rity applications. They 
admit that some might 
need an already avail¬ 
able upgrade package to 
run them. 

A total of 5,000 appli¬ 
cations and 13,000 
devices and components 
carry the ‘Compatible 
with Windows 7’ logo. 

PC ADVISER maga¬ 
zine nominated the OS 
as Product of the Year 
2009. 

The feeling is that 
Microsoft is improving 
its position. A discussion 
brought out several 
points. 

Several members 
were running XP on one 
machine and Windows 7 
on another. Most of 
these were still happily 
familiarising themselves 
with the new OS to dis¬ 
cover the additional ben¬ 
efits. Windows 7 is defi¬ 
nitely faster. 

It was noted that those 


who were happy with 
XP, or indeed Vista, felt 
no need to upgrade, as 
what they currently use 
does everything they 
need, then they see no 
point in changing. 

(Many folk simply hate 
change anyway). 

Windows XP will 
work quite well for some 
years yet; even if not 
fully supported by 
Microsoft - and there 
are SOME applications 
that do not work under 
the new OS. 

Some users who 
bought machines pre- 
loaded with Vista insist¬ 
ed on ‘downgrading’ 
back to XP. That will not 
happen if the next one 
has Windows 7 on it. 

Diehards will stick 
with the familiar until 
forced to change. The 
cash saving will eventu¬ 
ally convert to a cost in 
time and trouble to keep 
the old thing running. 
Like a classic car enthu¬ 
siast, their effort might 
result in some satisfac¬ 
tion, but probably 
nowhere near as much. 

To be fair, there are 
some satisfied guys at 
Bletchley Park (a loving¬ 
ly reconstructed 
Colossus) and the 
adjoining National 
Computer Museum with 
ancient models kept 
working. 

For the rest, most 
people will be content¬ 
edly using the latest OS 
in a few years’ time. It is 
looking good. 

A brief display of how 
single or multiple win¬ 
dows can be handled on 
screen was a revelation 
to some.

RECYCLING AND 
RETAIL PLASTIC 

BAGS: Vale Council’s reply 


I REFER to your 
reader’s letter enti¬ 
tled ‘recycling and 
plastic bags’ pub¬ 
lished in the June 10 
edition of the 

Glamorgan GEM. 

The Vale of 

Glamorgan Council is 
continually considering 
its future recycling poli¬ 
cies to meet its challeng¬ 
ing recycling targets, in 
compliance with our new 
National Waste Strategy 
- Towards Zero Waste, 
which will be launched 
on June 21. 

The Welsh National 
Assembly Government’s 
proposal to charge for 
single use retail plastic 
carrier bags was first 
consulted on in June of 
last year, following 
which we did implement 
policy changes to 
account for possible resi¬ 
dent resentment in hav¬ 
ing to pay for single use 
plastic bags and their 
potential use in our kerb- 
side sort recycling 
schemes. 

That is why our 
‘What’s in your Bin?’ 
recycling calendar no 
longer refers to plastic 
bags, and states that up to 
three recycling boxes 
will be issued to house¬ 
holders. 

This should eliminate 
the need to use plastic 
bags, while still meeting 


the service requirement 
to collect unmixed paper, 
cans and glass. 
Although, should plastic 
bags still appear in the 
household waste stream, 
it would be more envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly to 
use them as part of our 
recycling collection than 
throw them in the black 
bag for land-filling. 

In order for us to com¬ 
ply with the Welsh 
Assembly Government’s 
aims for making all 
Welsh-based recyclate 
collections and repro¬ 
cessing enterprises more 
viable, we have always 
used a collection method 
that meets their sustain¬ 
able development out¬ 
comes with high quality 
source separation of 
materials and closed loop 
recycling. 

Whilst we continually 
review our collection 
methods to increase our 
recycling capture and 
encourage our residents 
to recycle more, the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government has amassed 
considerable evidence 
that supports 

kerbside-sort over 
co-mingled single con¬ 
tainer collections. 

In addition to the fact 
that co-mingled recy¬ 
cling collections are not 
supported by the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
it would not be prudent 


to move to such a system 
prematurely and ulti¬ 
mately find the arrange¬ 
ments to be less sustain¬ 
able. 

I can, however, advise 
residents that we will 
work with continued 
vigour to consider any 
service changes that are 
acceptable to our 
Government and will 
result in higher recycling 
rates in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

I agree with your read¬ 
er that loose recyclate 
from boxes can escape 
and end up as litter on 
our streets. To address 
this we have recently 
introduced an elasticated 
netting cover for recy¬ 
cling boxes. 

These are available 
from the Civic and the 
Alps Offices for £1 each 
and when tied to the box 
should eliminate the vast 
majority, if not all, 
wind-blown litter from 
recycling boxes. 

In addition, we have 
been trialling ‘blue bags’ 
similar to the green gar¬ 
den waste bags for use 
with cardboard and plas¬ 
tic recycling. It is possi¬ 
ble that these blue bags 
will also be available at 
£1 each.
